— The noted Elmendorf 
lireeiling establishment, which has long been the 
center of attraction for visitors to the Blue Grass 
region, will in the future be useil to assist the two 
local hospitals in a financial way. It Is believed the 
revenue to he derived from plans formulated by 
James B. Haggin will increase the fund many hun- 
dreds of dollars during the course of a year. The 
management of tlie famous farm will set aside one 
da.v each week, to be known ns “visitors' day,” 
and each iierson entering the gates of the place on 
that da.v will lie tnxeil a small sum, which will be 
placed In the fund for the hospitals.

The public generally must 
have approved of the action of the raring authorities 
judging by today’s big attendance.

The Jockey Club, founded in 1883 at Buenos Ayres, 
has standardlzeil the race courses and brought about 
a wonderful development in the breeding of pure 
stiH-k. There are twelve racetracks in the country, 
ami several of the stakes are well worth winning. 
The Grand Prize is $22,000 in value, many other 
events' range from $14,000 to $9,000, while in onl,v 
five instances are races worth less than $1,200. 
The Argentine Stud Book contains the entries of 
1,300 mares, wliich each year produce some 000 
youngsters for the race course. 

What may be considered as important studs In 
the I'ountry number twelve, but there are several 
less pretentions establishments. The l4is Ortlgas 
Stud is the most prominent, and its owner, Senor 
Correas, has for some six years past supplied the 
best blood of that country. Diamond Jubilee, which 
King Edward recently sold for $1.50,000, will take 
the place of the “Argentine St. Simon,” Neapolls. 
a nineteen-year-old son of Springfield and Papoli, 
ami, therefore, a half brother to Orvieto. In the 
course of eight years the produce of Neapolls has 
won something like $100,000 in stake money. Ott 
his arrival in the Argentine. Diamond Jubilee will 
find a first-class lot of mares, among which are 
several daughters of Neapolls. 

The Argentine <-iimate lends Itself admirably to 
the breeding of the thoroughbred, which gains more 
and more importance year by year. The pastures 
are excellent aud the land produces tbe best Euro- 
pean herbage. 



RACEHORSE OWNERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The horsemen of England have started an organiza- 
tion known as the Racehorse Owners' Association. 
Limited. The oiije«-t of the association is to pro- 
tei-t the interest of the horsemen generally. It In- 
i-liides among Its coum-ll Lord Carnarvon, Ixird Mar- 
cus Beresford, Isird Westbury, Sir H. E. Randall 
I and others ei|iially as well known. It is not the 
idea of the association to usurp any of the functions 
of the Jockey Club, lint rather to work in harmony 
with this bisly for the good of the,turf. 

The assiM-iation has aliuost one hundred members 
I now, and the list is growing dally. One of tlie evils 
that will early claim the attention of the association 
is the matter of horse transiHirtation. This is a 
sulijei-t of much ctiiicern in England, where the 
Iiorses are all traineil on private grounds and shipped 
to ra<-ing points when wauteil. The item of expense 
is a l■ousideruble one, but so far the railwa.v compa- 
nies have shown no disposition to favor the horse- 
men in any wa.v. In union there is strength, ami 
acting on this old maxim the association hopes to 
I accomplish some neeiled reforms in tiie shipping of 
horses.

Tlie winner of tlie first two-.vear-old rai'e in 1902 
was Kell Rta'd, son of Captive and .Miss Gentr.v, at 
Uaklaiid, .laniiary 1. In ]»(»;: it was Drecions Stone, 
son of Star Ruby and Anarcliy. at Gakliind .laiinary 
3. He ran in file ladors of Green B. Morris and also 
t<H)k tlie second race for youngsters that year. In 
190-1 Barney Sclireilier won the first two year-old 
race of tlie .vear with Dinkerton. by Sain -Lizzie II., 
at Isis .\ngeles on .laiinary 4 ami lialf an lioiir later 
won tile baby race at Oakland witli Henr.v Acli. liy 
Balgo'w an -Ursula. Last .year Dariinia, by .Solitaire 
1 1 - -Gmirgia V’L, won the first yonngster race for 
the Napa Slis-k Farm at Oakland. Until last .year 
It was not tlie custom at New Orleans to program a 
two-.vear-old rata* until after tlie first week in Janu- 
ar.v — usually around .1aiiiiar.v 1.5. 

The twent.v-fonr races of this .vear have lieeii won 
liy twenty -one t wo-.veiir-olds. Three of them -Marion 
Rose. Baleslieil and Ra.v Egan —have won two races 
each.
